It  the 
SBIW  I P were  to  treat  the  incoming  sewage  to  a secondary  level,  the  resultant  treated  water  that 
would  subsequently  lx*  pumped  into  the  ocean  would  no  longer  pose  an  environmental  threat  to 
the  surrounding  areas. 


Wc  are  aware  that  the  Bajagua  project  docs  not  have  the  level  of  support  necessary  and. 
moreover,  mam  ol  the  experts  feel  that  it  is  not  the  correct  solution  for  the  region.  We  strongly 
support  upgrading  the  SW 1 \\  I P to  a point  where  it  can  treat  all  incoming  sewage  to  a secondary 

level.
